Claim 6 

Based on the description in document 1 cited in the international search report, the invention of 
claim 6 lacks novelty and an inventive step. 

Document 1 states that three crystalline forms (type I, type II, and type HI) are obtained depending 
on crystallization conditions when recrystallization of prulifloxacin from acetonitrile is performed (see 
page 4, "section 2. 1 Crystal Forms"). 

In light of the fact that acetonitrile is used as the recrystallization solvent, this examination finds 
that an acetonitrile solvate of prulifloxacin will be formed among the crystals obtained by 
recrystallization described in document 1 . 

Generally speaking, after recrystallization, the final crystals are obtained after going through a 
drying process by conventional means such as heating the crystals obtained thereby under reduced 
pressure. Therefore, this examination finds that in the method for producing type in crystals of 
prulifloxacin recrystallized from acetonitrile described in document 1 includes a process step wherein 
the solvent of the acetonitrile solvate of pruhfloxacin produced by reciystallization from acetonitrile is 
removed by a conventional drying process to produce type III crystals of prulifloxacin. 

Claims 1-5 

The inventions of claims 1-5 are novel and involve an inventive step with respect to documents 1 
and 2 cited in the international search report. 

Documents 1 and 2 neither describe nor suggest the inventions of claims 1-5. 
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
